Though play did not seem as funny to Watts, Post, it still remains 
warmhearted and likeable. 


NY CRITICS OUT OF TOWN 


London: Roar Like A Dove is a currenthit but would need 
serious rewriting and casi changes for a Broadway try, comments 
McClain, Journal American. Duel of Angels with Vivien Leigh and 
Claire Bloom by JeanGiraudoux,translated by Christopher Fry, is 
wordy and oblique. Play exasperated critic at times, but he found it 
never dreary in its brilliant production, Reviewer does suggest that 
play be shortened. He predicted it would be a hit in NY.

TIMES CRITIC INTER VIEWED 


Drama criticism on newspapers is a form of reporting, 
and the function of the newspaper critic is to give an impress- 
ion of the play and an opinion of the play, as clearly as possible, 
Atkinson, Times, told Moore, Equity. Critic agreed that critics 
may not understand actors problems but he believes there is no 
such thing as a perfectly satisfactory drama critic, never has 
been and never will be. A perfectly satisfactory drama critic 
would be one who wrote what everybody believes and he would 
have a professional point of view and a public point of view. He 
would express what everybody sees in the play. There is no man 
that universal, who has the intellectual equipment to do it, And 
there is no such thing as a standard opinion of a play, First 
qualification for the job of drama critic is enthusiaism for the 
theatre, Times critic told editor of actors union monthly, There 
is no point in being a critic if you don't like theatre, Knowledge 
of the background of the theatre is also important,

UN-VENER ABLE CRITICS...The more evidence there is that 
reviewers like more plays than audiences do, the stronger 
the legend seems to grow that the NY drama critics pitless 
verdicts are slavishly accepted by abject thea tregoers, cor- 
rects Watts, Post. Rather than a veneration for the critics 
viewpoint, audiences stay away from plays the reviewers do 
not like because they have decided the critics are such soft 
touches, such easy bestowers of praise,that if they say a 
play isn't very good, the chances are it is terrible.

The 
directors of Actors Workshop qualify Godot as a distinct- 
ively American version of a play with special meanin to 
Europeans.

INTERVIEW HI-LITES...If Roger Stevens had put up all the 
money for the 60 plays he has produced it would have 
cost him $4 million and he would have made 50%, he 
told Wald, Herald Tribune. But he tells his investors, 
many of them real estate business associates, that they 
can only expect a tax-write off for their investment... 
The Lunts never considered retiring, Lynn Fontanne, The 
Visit ,told Wahis, News. What they did say several months 
ago was that they would even promise to retire if only they 
could find a hit play.

Auntie Mame _ with Sylvia Sidney and company makes a 
playful City Center summer romp for all concerned. Forget- 
ting that script is nothing more than series of brightly costum- 
ed, liberal hearted blackout gags, the proceedings are delight- 
fully funny. This first summer show at City Center in years 
is the perfect tonic for town-bound theatre fans waiting for 
season to start. Cool house seems ideal for top summer tent 
fare.

Summer theatre fans who have been patient can see a 
dozen or more tryouts this week at various spots along the 
circuit. For the first week during the extire summer the 
strawhat producers are giving a voice to the new plays. The 
owners of the summer enterprises all seem to have picked 
mid August for their tries at new plays. Good productions, 
full houses, and a few plays picked for consideration for 
future NY productions would do much to e:.courage the sum- 
mer producer to do more new plays in the future. 


Off Broadway theatre owners and/or producers are 
addicted to the "5 year lease."" Almost every new group 
that announces plans state that they are going to put on 
plays at the site for 5 years, this usually even before the 
first play is announced, Also there is hardly a group that 
started that has not included an over-all plan of production 
--day, afternoon, early morning, pre-breakfast, etc product- 
ion. But the sad fact is that most of these ambitious plans 
die after the first set of bad notices, Fantastic amounts 
of time, energy and money are spent on these first -trys 
of the diverse 5 year plans, But each and every time the 
entire 5 year plan is entirely dependent on a set of good 
notices for the first plays, upon which more money can 
be raised, etc, The stamina and sheer guts needed to 
raise money for a full one or two year plan, inspite of 
the first notices is a talent that even the sharpest of the 
Off Broadway producer seems to lack. 


Closed ears, eyes and mind in debates on influences of 
drarna critics on sending audiences to plays and/or keeping 
them away is a fascinating dilemma that is certainly as old 
as critics and theatre itself. The very people who speak the 
loudest about the powerful influence of the pr oss are the same 
who do not attend shows which draw luke-warm reviews, are 
by unknown authors, or are on subjects they find distasteful. 
They usually are also very badly informed on what the critics 
actually said about a given show. Their information is often 
third or fourth hand. As Watts, Post, points out the more 
facts presented to show the thesis false, the louder the argu- 
ment becomes, Anyone who has an answer to this theatre 
problem deserves a life-time pass to all Broadway shows, 
hits and flops alike. 


Off Broadway theatre prices this year are nearing 
Broadway ticket prices. $3.45 and $4.60 for what is too 
often second rate material can only serve to hurt the blos- 
soming movement, The vanity production, designed to show 
case a particular talent, cannot charge such prices and ex- 
pect a large paying audience at these prices. Off Broadway 
producers will literally kill off their fans if they allow too 
many of such productions to sneak into this season's prog- 
ramming. Iuspite of the higher ticket prices they must 
gamble on presenting first rate, often experimental enter- 
tainment. They must always keep in mind that for the 
price of an Off Broadway orchestra seat, any patron 
can get a balcony seat to a first rate Broadway show.
